Home-made Sweets. 


.Fimally, here is a recipe for home-made 
sweets which the veriest amateur can make, 
as they require no cooking. Make a stiff 
mixture of beaten-up white of egg and 
icing sugar, drop separate teaspoonfuls of 
this on a sheet of greaseproof paper, and in 
the middle of each ‘‘blob”’ stick raisins, 
crystallised chersies, or nuts. Leave the 
sweets aside on a warm, dry shelf, and in 
twenty-four hours they will be crisp enough 
for packing or eating. 

When all your presents are made or 
bought it is worth while to make a really 
thorough job of parcelling them. -—DDon't 
truss.to odd scraps of string, but. buy a 
ball of stout twine, make sure you are pro- 
vided with plenty of strong paper for the 
outside wrappings, and use coloured tissue 
paper and greeting labels for a gay inner 
protection.

WHY SHOULD BUTTER BE 
COLD STORED. 


A LESSON FROM DENMARK. 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Of the 98,932 cwts. of butter imported by 
Great Britain during the week ended 28th 
November last, 43,629 cwts. came from Den- 
mark, 25,351 cwts. from Australia, 14,517 
ewts. from Argentina, 6,602 cwts. from New 
Zealand, and 2,302 cwts. from the Irish Free 
State. This goes to show what a lot of lee- 
way the Irish butter industry has to make 
up in order to compete on anything like level 
terms with. its rivals. 

Danish farmers have sc arranged the calv- 
ing of their dairy stock that they have a 
fairly even flow of milk throughout the year. 
Thus, the creameries are kept producing but- 
ter at a rate which reduces overhead charges, 
while the process of butter-making has been 
brought to such fection that there is 
remarkable uniformity in the quality of the 
butter from each of the sixteen thousand 
dairies in the country. | 

Since Danish butter can be placed on the 
English market within a week of churning, 
and its good quality can be guaranteed, the 
Danes do not consider it desirable to cold 
store it. Fresh butter appeals to the British 
housewife’s taste, and if she cán get thé same 
kind week after week she will do so. Den- 
mark holds the butter market in Britain 
largely by reason of her regular supplies. A 
graph recently published by the Empire Mar- 
keting Board brought this out very strikingly, 


li 


and, incidentally, showed the weakness of 
reland, If by winter dairying, or other 
means, ample supplies of Irish butter could 
be guaranteed for the home and export mar- 
ket, it might be possible to stabilise prices, and 
so encourage the use of more butter in every 
household. If consumers knew that butter 
prices would remain more or less fixed it 
is probable that the demand would enor- 
mously increase, and a big turnover would 
compensate» producers for the absence of 
high prices, 

The quantity of cheese produced in the 
Irish Free State is infinitesimal, with ex- 
ports to correspond; yet large quantities of 
cheese are consumed in the Irish Free State. 
Why should not more of the creameries take 
up this branch of dairying, and, incidentally, 
provide the public with a valuable home- 
made food? 

With eggs, as with butter, Denmark has 
plenty ee on the British market: in 
winter, when prices are usually at their 
best.. During the last week in November 
Britain imported 24,058 great hundreds of 
eggs in shell’ from Denmark, 574,990 great 
hundreds from Holland, 41,982 great hun- 
dreds from South Afnea, 39,418 from the 
U.8.A., 34,632 from South Africa. 

In the export poultry trade the Irish Free 
State continues to do very well, shipments for 
the week ended 29th November last: amount- 
ing to 5,586 cwts. 

Another prime export of Dermark’s is 
bacon., The. importance of this may be 
gleaned from the fact that, of the 189,365 
cwts. imported by Great Britain during the 
week ending 24th November; 1930, 134,816 
cwts. came from Denmark and 6,083. cwts. 
from the Irish Free State. ” Of the hams 
brought to Great Britain, 14,284 cwts. came 


from the U.S.A. and 1,163 cwts. from Argen- 
tina and 1,022 cwts. from the Irish Free State. 
There is evidently some room for develop- 
ment here, not only in methods of production, 
but also in the way of marketing. In Den- 
mark the creamery managers concentrate on 
production, and all the marketing is done 
through a central board, with apparently 
satisfactory results. Why cannot this be done 
in the irish Free State?

The impassioned utterances of an elo- 
quent member of the Opposition passed un- 
noticed. Pair by pair, the eyes of the 
yepresentatives of the people were focussed 
on the left-hand side of the Government 
benches, where, in close proximity to one 
nuother, three deputies sat, all unconscious 
of the stir that they were creating. 


FROM WEST CORK, 

Deputy Timothy Sheehy, the member for 
West Cork, was, I think. the only one of 
the trio to notice that for some “reason 
the place where they sat was the centre of 
attention: and since he had not, as far as 
he knew. done anything to warrant all this 
notice, he stared curiously at his col- 
leagues, glared at the Opposition benches, 
yingerly fingered his tie and his waistcoat, 
aud then bowed to the Chair. As he went 
out he murmured something to his next 
door neighbour. Deputy George Wolfe, and 
passed a word back to Deputy Mark 
Henry. These two, however, sat on, un- 
troubled by the qualms of the member 
from Skibbereen. | 

In one of the many passages in Leinster 
House I found Deputy Sheehy still un- 
consciously patting his tie.. ‘* They tell 
me, Mr. Sheehy,’’ said I, “ that you are 
the oldest member of the Dail; the oldest 
member. that is, in point of age.” Deputy 
Sheehy’s snow-white head nodded con- 
vincizgly, and the bright eyes of a school- 
boy twinkled from his clean-shaven face. 
He took a large handkerchicf from the 
breast-pocket of his pepper-coloured suit 
and blew his nose loudjy and impressively. 
“On the 2nd of December,” he said 
proudly, and in the rich accents of his 
native county, “‘ I celebrated my seventy- 
fifth birthday, and if I am spared, and .Í 
the constituents who have placed their in- 
terests in my hands wish it, I will be here 
when I am eighty-five.”’ 

Mr. Sheehy, who was born in 1855, has 
a long record in public life. He was 
elected to the Skibbereen Council in 1885, 
and has retained his seat on that body 
ever since, fulfilling the office of Chairman 
on several occasions, and being idéntifiel 
with every improvement made in all thos» 
forty-five years. He has also been a mem- 
ber of the Cork Co. Council since 1902. 
(with the exception of four years) was 
Secretary of the National League and 
one of its vice-presidents, and President 
of the Gaelic Athletic Association for 
“many years. 

I doubt if the present Government could 
have a more ardent supporter than this 
vouthfal septuagenarian. “When Charles 
Stewart Parnell first unfurled the banner 
of Nationalism in Skibbereen,”? said Mr. 
Sheehy, ‘‘I stood beneath | 
supporter of John Se As 
Rodent up to the sé ae 
day of his death, and #3 
IT stand br the 
Government of thisá 
scli-governing State 
now.

Deputy George Wolfe is the tallest man 
in the House. and bears the stamp of the 
soldier-legislator—the stiff, erect carpage 
of the parade ground and the quiet, alert 
mien of the natural organiscr. Educated 
at T.C.D. and at Sandhurst. he. served 
with the Royal Irish Fusiliers and the 
8th King’s Royal Irish Hussars in the 
‘eighties, and fought at. Tel-el-Kebir, 
where he was awarded the Khedive’s Star. 
High Sheriff of County Kildare at the 
beginning of the present century and 
Ranger of the Curragh ten years later, 
he is now a Peace Commissioner of that 
county. <A fiuent Irish speaker, he is also 
an ardent golfer and motorist.

Deputy Wolfe, who is descended from 
Wolfe Tone, was as politely brief as 
Deputy Sheehy had been informative. “I 
was born on December 16th, 1859,” he 
suid, gmilingly. “I shall be seventy-one 
next Tuesday, and I am afraid that Mr. 
Sheehy beats me by some years.”’. So I 
loft this tall, athletic-looking man, who 
jn appearance seems no more than fifty, 
and found Deputy €. Mark Henry, 
another man who looks as if he had 
scareely passed the half-century mark, 
Mr. Henry. however, entered -public- life 
'n 1879. and so has actually over fifty 
ears eclvic service to his credit, More- 
over. he has been Chairman of Swinford 
(suardians, District Counejl and Central

was about te enter a brilliant career when 
thé war broke out. He joined the Army 
immediately, being commissioned in the 
first. instance to the Army Service Co 
and afterwards to the. Royal Field 
Artillery, in which he served with distinc- 
tion, reaching the rank of captain. On 
demobilisation he came back to College. 
where he graduated with a Mathematical 
Moderatorship. In 1920 he secured a high 
place in the dndian Civil Service, and 
was doing remarkably well in India when 
his untimely death occurred. He was just 
35 years of age. | 


Noisy Films. 


In the days of the silent pictures I have 
often enjoyed a quiet hour in a 
cinema, because it was always possible, if 
the story on the screen did not prove in- 
teresting, to ignore it and listen to the 
music. Picture-houses are havens. of 
rest no, longer, and there is no advantage 
in escaping from the-rush and bustle of 
Dublin streets only to be confronted with 
the worse clatter of. New York. I have 
seen several American talking-pictures re- 
cently, in which all«the eharacters spoke 
far more loudly than they would have occa- 
sion to do in an ordinary stage production. 
This shouting, especially in ‘‘ close-up ”’ 
scenes, and the incidental noises, which the | 
producers. strive to make more realistic by 
making them as loud as possible, are most 
exasperating to a sensitive ear. For sheer 
noise I know nothing to compare with the 
shrieking medley of -disterted howls and 
cacophonous laughter that constitutes an 
American dinner party in a talking film. 
The English talking pictures are, I think, 
becoming more subdued in tone, but the 
productions of Hollywood seem to grow 
noisier and noisier. 


To the majority of present-day Cork 
people the first exhibition held in their

The total receipts reached £8,715. and 


the expenditure £8.735, so the venture |: 
| nearly paid for itself.

Carols, 


The Carol came prominently into being 
at a time,when Latin was ceasing to be a 
language universally understood.: To St. 
Francis of Assissi is due the establishment 
of the Crib of Bethany to stimulate the 
humble Italian congregations to the 
acceptance of the doctrine of the Incarna- 
tion. To him also was due the begin- 
nings of popular hymns and Carols, apart 
from Church music. The origin of the 
name Carol is obscure. The songs were 
called Weigenleider in German, Noels in 
French, and the Celtic forms, often cited 
as giving the roots of the word, are deri- 
vatives of the English or French. English 
Carols have been classified according to 
their subject matter. The early ones are 
those of the Nativity, Incarnation and 
Annunciation. Later are the Shepherd 
and also the Christmastide Festivity 
Carols, the Wassail and the Boar’s Head 
groups. Of the latter, a very early Carol, 
printed by de Wode in 1521, is stil] sung 
on Christmas Day at Queen’s College. 
Oxford. Perhaps, the most beautiful of 
all are the ‘‘lullaby ” or “ cradle-song ”’ 
specimens emanating from Germany, 
many of which have been translated into 
English.

A Belfast Evening Paper. 


It is not generally known that Belfast 
had an evening paper more than 100 years 
ago. This was due to the energy of an 
Excise surveyor named Amyar Griffiths, 
who started to publish the Belfast 
Mercury, or Freeman's Chronicle,”’ in 
June, 1783, as an advocate of the volun- 
teer movement. This was by way of being 
a daily production, but three years later 
he iss a notice i the number of June 
5, 1786, as follows :— 

TO THE PUBLIC. 

The proprietor of this paper respect- 
fully informs his numerous friends and 
subscribers, as well as the public in 
general, that he intends, on Monday, 
the 12th inst., to change the name to 
that of The Belfast Evening Post, 
under which title it will afterwards be 
published on every succeeding Thursday 
and Monday at six o’clock in the even- 
ing. 

The change was duly made, and the 
evening paper, printed in good style by 
W. Magee, cost twopence, and ran for 
some sixty numbers. Copies are now ex- 
tremely rare.

The Closure at Tara. 


In a week of election meetings it may 
be worth while to recall that long politi- 
cal speeches were not popular in ancient 
Ireland. There was a strict closure at 
the Feis of Tara. According to a Gaelic 
manuscript, which is translated in 
O’Grady’s catalogue: ‘‘ Until rules were 
framed, people used to nrake a speech in 
Tara last from noon till night.’’ In the 
spacious days of O’Connell, Peel and 
Gladstone five to seven hours was not an 
unne "al length for an important speech 
in the House of Commons. How strange 
it seems to us nowadays that these 
speeches were printed in full, not only

CORK, Sunday. 
HOPKEEPERS in the smaller towns in 
Southern Ireland are awakening to the 
fact that, unless they become more active 
in serving the needs of the people, the 
trade which was virtually their own before 
the advent of the ‘buses will have been 
lost. Their complaint against the larger 
towns is one of long standing. It has been 
reiterated before local councils, which were 
asked to take drastic steps to limit 'bus 
services. The councils looked around, 
found themselves entirely helpless, and 
beyond sympathising with the traders 
could do nothing. Traders have now ceased 
to approach local bodies, but instead are 
taking the initiative themselves, organising 
shopping schemes in every town where 
there is a sufficient number of business 
ple to make the event successful. 
Thus we have Fermoy and Midleton and 
other places proclaiming their wares and 
advising housewives and others to do their 
shopping in their own towns. This un- 
doubtedly follows on the organisation of a 
shopping carnival in Cork, which for the 
two weeks of ite duration has proved very 
useful in brightening up trade. . 

This minor battle between the city and 
the towns is a healthy sign. It shows that 
the country town trader is alive to the 
realities of the situation. He realises that 
he must make his shop windows attractive 
if he is to encourage custom; he must 
prove by his stock and prices that he can 
give value just as good as is given in the 
city. The people of the countryside are 
becoming more discerning and fastidious 
every day, and mainly one might say that 
they are no longer content to do their 
shopping in a house that is gloomy, and 
often grimy, lighted only by a few oil 


lamps. ás 

That the old system is changing a visit 
to any of the Southern towns will show. 
Shannon electricity is coming into general 
use, brightening up towns that once were 
depressingly dull, and shopkeepers who 
make the greatest use of it are keenly ap- 
preciative of its value. It is being used 
more extensively for shop window lighting 
since the Electric Supply Board has fixed 
reduced charges for this purpose. The 
wiring-up of the outlying towns is being 
continued as quickly as possible, and, at a 
rough estimate, the whole of the South of 
Ireland should be linked up with Ardna- 
crusha within a few months. Some local 
councils have declined to use the current, 
claiming that under the old system of 
lighting the expense was less. Youghal is 
one of these towns, but the local develop- 
ment association, which has done very 
good service in advertising this pretty 
town, has written a letter to the 
Urban Council calling on that body to 
adopt electricity, ‘‘ as we consider this 1s 
a very valuable asset in prolonging the 
season and keeping pace with the times, 
as well as a benefit to the Strand dwellers 
during the winter months.’’ 


AMATEUR DRAMATIC SOCIETIES. 


A recent reference in this column to the 
staging of plays by amateur societies has 
brought me a letter from a correspondent, 
who tells me that within the last year 
there has been a remarkable growth in. the 
number of these classes throughout the 
southern counties. It is something in the 
nature of a revival, he states. Every town 
can boast of at least one such society, 
and some have two. The work of prepara- 
tion is undertaken with the greatest 
enthusiasm, there is much rehearsing, and 
memorising of lines, It is all greatly en- 
joyed by the members, and then comes 
what is known in the country as “ the 
big night ’’ when the actors display their 
histrionic ability before their friends and 
the townsfolk. 

My correspondent tells me that the 
societies prefer to produce works of the 
simple Irish comedy type, as they are 
more popular, and that the local libraries 
give great help in securing copies of the 
play needed, thus saving expense. It is 
to be regretted that these societies are 
compelled by law to’ pay entertainment 
tax, like the regular theatres and 
picture-houses. Very often this charge 
runs away with the major portion of the 
profits, which are usually devoted to pur- 
chasing new scenery for future produc- 
tions, or, in some cases, are given to 
charity. It is felt that with this revival 
of interest in amateur dramatic work the

LIBRARIES. 
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The recent ultimatum issued by the 
County Cork Library Committee to urban 
councils within the county, stating tha‘ 
library services will be withdrawn unless 
those bodies, by striking a higher rate, pro. 
vide more money for upkeep, has caused 
some discussion in the several towns 
affected. Libraries have proved a great 
boon, and their complete withdrawal woul 
mean the taking away of something that 
has become part and parcel of the life of at 
least 75 per cent. of the people. It has 
been suggested that the Cork Library Com 
mittee has adopted an attitude of coercion. 
and that, as it holds the whip hand, it can 
follow its wishes, but the reply is to th. 
effect that the step was taken as a maticr 
of economic necesiity. If it is true that 
the rural ratepayers have to pay for the 
upkeep of the urban libraries, then it is; 
state of affairs that should not be permitted 
to exist. 

It is interesting to note that the book 
issues from the Cork City Library have 
doubled in every department since the ne\ 
premises were opened on the Grand 
Parade. This illustrates the advantages oí 
a central position, a matter long advocated 
by Mr. Wilkinson, the librarian. The 
beadh department is one of the mosíi 
argely used in the whole building, and 
already the book supply is becoming in- 
adequate. Rarely is there a book left on 
the shelves after the school children on 
their way home have made their choice. 


RELIEVING DISTRESS. 


Dr. Cohalan, the Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Cork, in an appeal this week to the 
people of the city to lend their support to 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society, spoke of 
the distress prevailing amongst the poorer 
classes.

Galway Harbour Commissioners have pledged 
all their available income towards the same 
object, and Galway Urban Council bas 
acreed to a rate of ls, in the £, to which will 
be added the Urban Area and the County 
Council rate of 4d. 

The Development Committee is representa- 
tive of all the lecal bodies, and the deputa- 
tion included a pum.

ten thousand tons. The Galway Harbour 
Commissioners. out of revenue, already had 
spent £7,000 on a new tender; had built two 
Customs and transit sheds, costing £4,200, 
and contributed to a_ disinfecting station.

pens, costing £900. In other words, in five 
vears, the Harbour Board had expended ou: 
of revenue £15.350 on the development of 
the harbour. In addition to that, they were 
paying off an old joan, and thev had a debit 
halance at the moment of only something like 
£4,000. In the meantime, their revenue 
actually had increased, and with even the 
present facilities they hoped to increase it to 
£2,500 a verr.

There was, he concluded, a project to 
develop the fisheries, but modern boats which 
draw up to fifteen and sixteen feet of water 
cannot at present use Galway -in hke manner. 
Overseas ships cannot come into the harbour. 
If they could get maize to Galway direct 
from overseas, it conid be bought at £1 a 
ton cheaper than at present. The same 
applied to timber and fertilisers. 

FARMERS WOULD BENEFIT. 

Mr. Frank Fahy. T.D., speaking in Irish, 
expressed complete agreement with the 
project. 

Mr. Philip O’Gorman also spoke on behalf 
of the deputation, urging that facilities at 
the Port of Galway would mean cheaper 
feeding stuffs for the farmers and the 
development of the fishing industry.

Speaking at a meeting in Thurles this 
evening under the auspices of the local 
branch of the Irish Labour Party, Mr. T, 
J. O'Connell, T.D., Chairman of the Party, 
said that their party 
certainly was a polr 
tical party in the 
sense that politics 
was the science of 
good government. 
Some people had an 
idea that if one was 
not a supporter of 
Fianna Fail he was 
not a patriot. That 
statement he abso- 
lutely denied. What 
great service had 
that party done for 
the country for the 
past six or seven 
vears?

The effect of the executions upon public 
opinion has. been unfortunate, according 
to a message from Madrid.

The Postmaster-General will receive an 
important deputation to-morrow aíternoon 
from the London Chamber of Commerce on 
the question of further facilities being 
offered for British Empire air mail and 
passenger services. 

‘“W» hope to get both services, bui 
primarily a mail service, on a twenty-four 
hours a day flying basis similar to other 
transport services,” said the Master of 
Sempill in an interview with a reporter 
yesterday. The deputation will be led by 
Lord Herbert Scott, President of the 
Chamber. 

The Master of Sempill said that night 
flying would be a great help to. business, 
and would also assist the aircraft industry. 
It was not merely the linking up of 
European capitals which was required, but 
development of night flying along the 
Indian air route. This would enable 
letters from England to be delivered in 
three and a half days, and would thus 
halve the time taken by the present. day- 
time service. The ultimate aim would be 
to link the whole Empire to Britain with 
a twenty-four hours a day flying service.

WIRELESS ON TAP. 


WHERE IT MAY BE HAD FOR 
1/6 PER WEEK. 

Southampton people will shortly have their 
wireless on tap. Details of the scheme for 
the installation of a relay broadcasting service 
will be laid before the Borough Council on 
Wednesday, and it is anticipated that it will 
be agreed to. 

A well-known company has applied for per- 
mission to operate a service over the 
Southampton area, the charge for which will 
be ls. 6d. per week. The service includes a 
wire carried to the house of the subscriber 
terminating in a arse got so that no further 
instrument is required except a loud-speaker. 
The company have offered to pay the Corpora- 
tion £250 for every 1,000 subscriber’, with a 
minimum payment of £500 per annum. 

This scheme has been copied from one 
already in operation at Swindon, and the 
sub-committee of the Works Committee in- 
spected the system in that town before 
coming to their decision to recommend ‘ts 
application to Southampton. 

The wires connecting the central station 
with sub-stations are carried in Post Office 
telephone conduits, and the practice is to run 
the wires in at the rear of the property, so 
that, as far as possible, they should not be 
visible from the road.. No poles are used,

SIR FRANCIS G. OGILVTE. 


The death took place in Edinburgh yester- 
day of Sir Francis Grant Ogilvie, Chairman 
of the Geological Survey Board. Sir Francis, 
who was aged 72, had held a number of 
important appojatments. For many years 
he was Principal of the Heriot-Watt College, 
Edinburgh. Subsequently he became Direc- 
tor of the Edinburgh Museum of Science and 
Art. From 1920-22 he was Principal 
Assistant Secretary, Department of Scientific 
and Industrial “Rot and from 1925-29 
a member of the Senate of London Univer- 
sity’ He had ‘also been President of the 
Museums Association.

Danish. it is interesting to note that the 
vreatest butter fleets ever despatched from the 
Dominions will arrive at the English and 
scottish ports during December, January and 1 
February. They will bring from the 
dairy farms of the Empire a weekly average of 
4.500 tons, or over 10,000,000 lbs. This is the 
biggest output ever reached by Empire ro- 
ducers, and it represents a triumph of modern 
methods of production, The main sources of 
these Empire supplies are, of course, New 
Zealand and Australia, Irish butters being 
practically required to supply the needs of the 
Free State owing to the sudden imposition of 
a iax of five pounds per cwt. on all butters 
entering that country. It must be noted, how- 
ever, that butter 1s. pouring in from al 
foreign countries and Empire producers have 
io face the fiercest competition ever experi- 
enced. So far as eggs are concerned a fairly 
cood demand is reported for good size, but 
other qualities meet a dragging sale. 

Prices for poultry in the coming festive 
season should rule on a reasonable basis. 
There is the usual uncertainty as to prices 
that may prevail before Christmas, and, al- 
though this is attributable to a certain ex- 
tent to climatic conditions, a factor which 
will have to be taken into consideration ig the 
heavy shipments which are being made from 
the Argentine, and these are arriving in ex- 
cellent condition. French turkeys are of ex- 
cellent quality, but the quantity available this 
vear Is not expected to make any appreciable 
difference. Other Continental turkeys, how- 
ever, are expected to be freely offered, and 
the packing and grading of this class leaves 
nothing to be desired. Conditions both in 
England and Ireland, however, may be re- 
garded as fairly favourable for production. 
Irish poultry is also expected to be well to 
the front, and supplies are likely to be of 
normal extent.
